CRACKDOWN: 
Marshal Tito 


Russia's iron curtain had twitched 
ap art along its Yugoslavian seam to 
provide a glimpse of the Comm unist 
stage set with the rickety scenery 
of dissension, fear and insecurity. 
Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia was 
the central figure, but rem ained so 
for only a brief instant before his 
Soviet bosses w hisked him off the 
boards. 
Plain fact was that Tito, hitherto 
the fair-haired boy of eastern E uro­ 
pean communism, had been all but 
purged from the Com m unist party 
because he was trying to m ake a 
play for western capitalism. 
Actually 
he. 
together 
with 
his 
henchm en in the Yugoslav gov e t n- 
merit, was ousted from the all-im ­ 
portant Cominform (Comm unist in­ 
formation bureau) which was estab­ 
lished last year to provide greater 
unity for the Soviet satellite states 
of eastern Europe. 
Tito and his regime were charged 
w ith virtually everything the Soviet 
politburo considers a crime—ra n g ­ 
ing 
from 
Trotskyism 
and 
Sovietism to “ineptness 
anc 
demagogic tactics'' 
Behind this official facade which 
the 
Comm unists 
had 
throw n 
up. 
how ever. wrere the real reasons fo. 
Tito's expulsion from grace: 
As the only w artim e hero of th* 
Comm unists the Y ugoslav marshal 
had begun to take himself too seri­ 
ously, hence, was beginning to feel 
the need to express his own opinions 
and

ically. This offered a sop to the rest. 
However. President T rum an, in a

So my congratu­ 
lations to th e girls of P ortland's 
Lincoln high school. 
T hese, briefly, are the rules for 
m others: T hey m ust give up th eir

g irls’ new friends. They m ust take 
telephone 
m essages 
m ore respect­ 
fully 
and 
never eavesdrop. 
They 
m ust avoid p artiality tow ard o th er 
m em bers of the fam ily, especially 
younger brothers. They m ust refrain 
from excessive dem onstrations of af­ 
fection in public and from praise 
that is intended only to build up a 
com petitive spirit. And lastly, they 
rmxst not attem p t to use cu rren t 
slang. 
All these seem to mc to be good 
suggestions. Nothing Is more em ­ 
barrassing to a girl, who takes her 
friendships seriously, than to have 
her mother all coyness, effusion 
and playful hints. This is one way 
to destroy the daughter’s initiative 
in making new friends and create 
in her a shyness and aw kward­ 
ness, she didn’t start with.

Some fathers never speak 
to their growing children except 
teasingly and youth suffers cruel­ 
ly 
under 
teasing 
while

group of her friends. 


Even worse, and completely in­ 
excusable, is the delusion of Mother 
and Dad that they can chatter in 
that strange and changeable lan­ 
guage, current school slang. Nothing

and to hear it used or applied in- | 
correctly causes the most acute a n ­ 
guish to the young soul. Anybody's 
m other is stamped at once as an 
absolute idiot as she light-heartedlv 
babbles a tongue with which stie is 
entirely unfamiliar.

As for the remaining rule, it is 
sad to find it among these serio­ 
comic ones, for it is far more oasic 
and far less easily corrected. To 
feel that there is favoritism at home 
is to have your young philosophy 
upset in a way from which it never 
niay 
recover. 
Too many 
m others 
adore and spoil the boy, shelter him 
from his father s criticism and save 
him from the results of his own 
mistakes, while maintaining all the 
while an extrem ely severe attitude 
toward the girls. This has a doubly 
bad effect—it weakens the boy and 
it causes his sisters to like him less 
than they otherwise would. Also. 
it causes the girls to dislike and re ­ 
sent their mother. 
It is only fair to rem ind these 
mothers who worship their sons that 
their real satisfaction, in later years, 
will come from the daughters. The 
daughters will bring life into the 
house; the son will go elsewhere to 
find his girl. Mother always will be 
welcome in the daughters 
homes 
but not in that of the son, except 
in rare cases. Justice and affection 
for the girls now, and even a little 
extra spoiling, is a good investment.

Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia was 
the central figure, but rem ained so 
for only a brief instant before his 
Soviet bosses w hisked him off the 
boards. 
Plain fact was that Tito, hitherto 
the fair-haired boy of eastern Euro­ 
pean communism, had been all but 
purged from the C om m unist party 
because he was trying to make a 
play for western capitalism.

other boss in his sphere. 
Tito was building up a ‘‘personal 
police" arm y which was molesting 
other Communists, including R us­ 
sians. in Belgrade. Also. In* had fol­ 
lowed an independent foreign pol­ 
icy without Moscow's approval. 
Finally he committed the cardinal 
sin of carrying favor with western 
capitaled diplomats with an eye to 
obtaining reconstruction credits for 
Yugoslav ia.

Too m any

bad effect—it w eakens the boy and 
it causes his sisters to like him less 
than they otherw ise would.

It Is only fair to rem ind these 
m others who w'orship their sons that 
th eir real satisfaction, in later years, 
will come from the daughters. The 
daughters will bring life into the 
house; the son wall go elsew here to 
find his girl. M other alw ays will be 
w elcom e in the daughters’ hom es 
but not in that of the son, except 
in rare cases. Ju stice and affection 
for the girls now, and even a little 
e x tra spoiling, is a good investm ent.

Stock Up on Fruit 


NOW IS THE TIME to use sum ­ 
m e r’s plenty to bolster winter diet 
patterns and add nutrition to them. 
The gardens, orchards, vineyards 
and berry patches are all et your 
disposal with their infinite variety. 
It s really easy to can fruit be­ 
cause there is little to preparing 
it for canning, and provided you 
take care to follow directions noth­ 
ing will spoil. Besides, well stocked 
shelves with a colorful array of fruit 
win 
make 
wintertime 
meals 
so 
much more easy to plan. 
Fruit 
m ay 
be 
canned 
without 
sugar for dietary reasons but, if you 
can eat sugar, plan to can fruit with 
sugar as it gives a better product.

IF YOU DEPEND upon home- 
canned fruit as a m ain item for 
winter, it s a good idea to make up 
a canning budget. 
For example, lf 
you serve tomato juice four times 
a week, one cup a serving, plan to 
set enough aside for 40 weeks. This 
requires 40 quarts of tomato juice 
per person. 
For a family of five 
you'll need 200 quarts. 
Do you plan to serve apples twice 
a week?
